Half of Torrance Teachers Working in Summer School
The unusually large en­ 

rollment, as compared to 
past years, of students in 
the summer schools of the 
Torranco Unified School 
District has offered employ­ 
ment, to about 50 percent of 
the Torrance teachers, thus 
making a record-breaking 
304 teachers on duty for the 
six weeks summer session. 
The district was able to em­ 
ploy 72 more teachers than 
were on duty in the sum­ 
mer of 1962.

Employment of teachers 
during the summer is neces­ 
sarily based upon the de­ 
mand of their services 
through student tnroll- 
ments, since the board of 
education desires to let the 
program pay for itself.

Cost of operating the sum­ 
mer school in Torrance is 
shouldered by the state of 
California through pay­ 
ments made to the district 
on average daily attendance 
of pupils.

1 n the 34 elementary 
schools, 258 teachers have 
been hired. The district was 
unable to employ only 14

of the elementary teachers 
who indicated a desire for a 
summer position. "Percent­ 
age-wise," stated Dr. Robert 
Morton, assistant superten- 
dent, personnel, "we have 
been able to place 85 per­ 
cent of those teachers who 
wished employment in the 
elementary schools and 88 
percent of those who wished

employment in the high 
school.

Some 136 teachers are 
also on duty in the high 
schools, where there were 
20 more teachers available 
than were needed for the 
anticipated enrollment. The 
majority of these who were 
not employed were language 
arts and social studies teach­

ers during the regular school 
year. "We would like to 
have hired all teachers de­ 
siring employment," stated 
Dr. Morton, "but there were 
just more applicants for 
these positions than thiere 
were classes." t
